He said that he did not assume the 
right to question their lordship's ruling, 
but he urged that he was entitled to 
comment upon the scandalous evidence 
which was admitted.

O'Brien's case.

NEW YOBK, Jan. 15.—South Amboy, 
N. J., is agitated over the ecoentrioities 
of Prof. James Corkery, the principal of 
the Park public school. 
Corkery has 
about 250 children under his charge. 
A few days ago he married himself to 
one of his pupils, little Birdie Mundy, 
the eight year old daughter of a fisher- 
man of the town. 


Professor Corkeiy wrote an account of 
the wedding, in which he tells how "the 
children all assembled in school and 
the limping innocents formed in a circle 
and sang, 'Rockaby Baby on the Tree 
Top.'" 


He then announced the event by fir- 
ing a revolver out of a window of the 
school to "the cardinal points of the 
compass." 


He characterizes himself as a "High 
priest in the temple of knowledge," 
•An Angel of Light,' or Jack, the Giant 
Killer, in Disguise,' his sword, the pen, 
a spear of truth; his helmet, a sheet of 
foolscap, and his robe of darkness or 
dynamite bomb, a bottle of coal black 
ink," 


Corkery's account of the wedding was 
printed in the South Amboy 
Citizen. 
Ont! of the townsmen was indignant at 
what he termed the eccentricities of the 
school principal, and, under the name 
of Gus, he wrote a scorching letter to 
the Citizen. Professor Corkery answer- 
ed and in the course of his communica- 
tion contended that he was the "rooster 
or living crowbar of New Jersey, intend- 
ing as (k)d'8 guardian bird of liberty to 
break the iron rule of tyrannic violence 
and oppression everywhere, and over 
every prostrate form crow exultant." 


At last accoiints Professor Corkery 
was still principal of the Park public 
school.

Hhe number of invitaUons to a Danish 
wedding TMxy acocMrding to the means of 
tte bride's parents, but there ate sel* 
dom less than fifty assembled, and often 
as many as ISO, old and young. 
A day 
or two before the wedding the varioiit 
gneats send their gifts, not to the bride» 
but to her parents, oonsiBting generally 
of eontributions toward the expected 
feast, and beyond participating in mndi 
revelry and good cheer the bride and 
bridegroom do not personally benefit. 
One friend contributes, 
say, 
eight 
pounds of golden butter, piled high on 
a platter fringed with greenery; an- 
other a score or two of eggs or some 
chickens. 
A lamb, joints of beef, or a 
small cask of fine old October brew fol- 
low in quick succession, and in this way 
the ' parents frequently, receive more 
provender than can be consumed at the 
festivity, and their sole expense consists 
in the hiring of plates and dishes from 
the nearest stores in the town where 
the farmer sells his grain and buys his 
wife's groceries and ribbons. 


For months before the wedding the 
bride and her mother and sisters have 
been hard at work at the loom, spinning 
and Weaving all the linens for the })er- 
BOii as well as for the house; which 
store, together with a couple of young 
horses, a couple of cows, and a pair of 
sheep, invariably form a part of her 
marriage portion. 
Bridal ornaments 
are not heirlooms as in Norway. 
The 
Danish peasant girl wears 
simply a 
crown of myrtle with her national cos- 
tume—varying with the district, but al- 
ways charming—and ]K)ts of myrtle are 
carefully cherished by girlish hands 
through the long winters, in anticii>a- 
tion of the great event. 
Her sole heir- 
loom is the great oaken dower cheat, 
heavily clamjied, and often finely carved, 
and it holds her goodly store of linen. 


At 11 o'clock on the Avedding morning 
all the guests meet at the house of the 
bride, driving up in carts, and when 
she is ready, the long procession starts 
for the church, headed by two outriders, 
who are the best men. 
Next follows a 
cart containing the band, three or four 
brass instruments and that 
standing 
dish, the village 
fiddler. 
After them 
comes the cart containing the bride 
alone, both parents remainincr at home 
to put the finishing touches to the fes- 
tive board already spread. 
Behind the 
])ride comes the bridegroom, also alone, 
driven by a karle. 
He sits in J^e mid- 
dle of his vehicle iii all the conscious 
glory of a new tall hat and vast cloak 
with many capes, wi)m even in tlie sum 
mer time, much as the Lord Mayor 
wears his robe, as lending a dignity 
suitable to the soleninily, a:id as a mark 
of distinction. 
Near the church chil- 
dren strew flowers, as well as neai 
the bride's old home, 
where 
there 
is also an archway draped with flags. 
Returning from church, the bride and 
bridegroom sit together, the band pre- 
ceding them, heralding their approach 
with a fanfare.
